Beach Work

When a Protest in Westhampton Stopped the World and Led to Catastrophe 


BY DAN RATTINER 


E very morning around 7 a.m. for the past two 
weeks, crowds of protesters, sometimes 
as many as 150 but usually about a dozen, 
appear on the beach in downtown Montauk to 
disrupt the sandbag project underway there 
that should keep all of downtown Montauk from 
being flooded during storms. The town had a 
taste of it, twice in the last three years, when 
the sea breached the remaining protective 
dune and was only stopped by town-owned 
bulldozers, brought in by that emergency, to 
shove mounds of sand into the breaches to plug 
the holes. 

The protestors walk around the construction 
site signs and down the beach to stand in front 
of the bulldozers, cranes and backhoes so, 
if the work continues, they will be run over. 
To avoid that, the work stops. The foremen 
call the police. The police come and arrest 
some protesters—maybe two or three—and 
cart them off to be charged, given a date for 
a court appearance and let go. The rest of the 


protesters leave after the arrests. The men get 
back to work. Nothing else happens for the rest 
of the day. But then the next day it happens all 
over again. 

The work, at a cost of nearly $9 million, will 
be completed in about 80 days. At that time, an 
enormous chain of sandbags, each weighing a 
ton and a half, will create a wall on the beach. 
It will be deep down into the bedrock, 10 feet 
down below sea level. It will rise up to where 
the dunes used to be, directly in front of where 
the buildings downtown face out to sea, some of 
them looking dangerously out atop the remains 
of what was once a protective dune but is no 
more. Now the dunes will be back, the sandbags 
covered with between 3 and 10 feet of sand. You 
will never see the sandbags—unless we have a 
storm of the century as we had in 2012. Then 
some of them might have to be re-covered. But 
they will have saved the town. Done their job. 

Three years from now a much larger project 
will take place. It’s been approved by Congress. 
The Army Corp of Engineers will spend $700 
million and will build sand (Cont'd on next page)

dunes anchored by the below sea level 
sandbags from Fire Island to Montauk 
Point. 

When it is done it will look like what 
the East End looked like years ago, 
before the old protective dunes gave 
way. 

You can see such dunes in Montauk at 
Kirk Park Beach. You climb up the dune 
and down the other side to the ocean 
beach. Nobody’s messing with that. You 
can see it in the Hamptons, at Atlantic 
Beach. The dunes are intact there, too. | 
In many places the old dune is intact. 
You climb up one side, down the other 
and spread out your beach blanket. 

This interim Montauk project, however, 
has not deterred the protesters. They appear at 
Town Hall meetings, angry. They don’t seem to 
care that there have been nearly a dozen public 
hearings about this project during the last two 
years that people attended and approved. They 
don’t seem to care if engineers have considered 
all the alternatives. They don’t seem to care 
that it will save downtown Montauk from being 
flooded. And they don’t have their own viable 
plan. Some of them talk about just taking a 
breather from doing this. What’s the harm in 
that? Others mention having it be only of sand. 
Or they say that sandbags are illegal hard 
structures (they are not). Mostly, they just 
seem shocked that now, with all the approvals, 
it is happening. 

“I don’t think it takes a scientist to know 
that this is a horrible idea,” said Montauk local

James Katsipis to The East Hampton Star, which 
reported he has helped organize protestors. 
“They’re going to get rid of perfectly good dune 
to build this artificial dune that’s going to get 
washed away.” 

On the other hand, as a longtime publisher 
of a weekly newspaper in this community, 
I honestly have to say that I feel a pang of 
camaraderie with these protesters. 

Years and years ago, | was involved with a 
protest that stopped a beach project such as 
this. It was a project 20 times this size, which 
was intended to extend from Quogue to the 
Moriches Inlet, a distance of 20 miles. The plan 
was for the Army Corps of Engineers to place 
giant stone jetties sticking a hundred yards out 
into the ocean at quarter-mile intervals from 
one end of this community to the other. 


We were hundreds of protesters, 
many of whom were friends of mine. It 
was great fun. Why was our tax money 
paying to save the oceanfront homes of 
the rich? It was a good rallying cry. We 
carried signs. We went to town hall. We 
sang songs. We filed petitions. And, with 
the job just halfway done, with just 16 
jetties built at a quarter mile intervals, 
we got this project to be brought to a 
halt. 

And our doing that, 10 years later, 
sresulted in a disaster where nearly 
2190 private homes, all one next to the 
Zother oceanfront, fell into the sea, and 

Mother Nature created an enormous 
third inlet between the ocean and the bay 
as a brother to Shinnecock and Moriches Inlet 
completely altering the salinity of the bay. We 
felt a lot different about it when that happened. 

It is amazing to me how few people remember 
this unbelievable catastrophe in the Hamptons. 
The jetties went in between 1964 and 1972, the 


' 15 of them at quarter mile intervals. To the 


west, nothing. We’d gotten the plug pulled. For 
the next 10 years we danced around so proud of 
ourselves for having stopped this, not noticing 
that along the three miles of beach to the west 
of the project, the beach was getting narrower 
and narrower. 

Soon, the sea, at high tide, was bashing into 
the homes there, and then, alarmingly, the 
homes began to crumble and fall into the ocean 
to be washed away. Now, as a responsible 
newspaperman, I’d_ write (Continued on page 36) 
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Criticizing the N.Y. Times 


What to Do When There Is Only a Little News and What Happened to Sports?

have a special place in my heart for The New 

York Times. Not only am] a longtime reader of 
this newspaper, but I also worked there briefly, 
long ago, as a lowly clerk in the City room. It’s 
been a fine publication. But editorially, it’s had 
its ups and downs. Currently | think it’s a down. 

My main complaint is its very irritating focus 
on slow news days on little things that go 
terribly wrong way on the other side of the 
planet. It’s a big planet. Things go wrong all the 
time. But why do we have to read about that 
itty-bitty thing here in New York? We can’t do 
anything about it. For example, there could be 
a front-page article about an 11-year-old girl in 
Kenya who falls off her bicycle in Nairobi and 
then gets eaten by a crocodile. Why? Because 
the money the government sent to build curbing 
on the side of that road was in fact stolen by the 
mayor for a side trip he took to Dubai, so the 
curb never got built, which means this poor 
little girl who works 17 hours a day in a rice 
field went over the edge into the bog while 
pedaling home. There’s an interview with the 
girl's parents—he a street sweeper and she a 
volunteer at the hospital without borders— 


with her brother and sister, an account of the 
funeral, a big picture of her looking really cute 
on a silk banner and a comment that the Office 
of the Mayor refused to make a statement 
when contacted. What exactly is it we are 
supposed to do about this? There’s a sidebar 
story about saving Kenyan crocodiles from 
poachers. There’s another about the dangerous 
infestation of crocodiles there in Nairobi. 

I know this story never appeared on the 
front page of The New York Times, but | think 
it could. Here was the lead story November 9: 
TRICKED WHILE ON LAND the headline begins. 
It’s about 31-year-old Emil from Linabuan Sur, 
the Philippines, who went out onto a tuna 
fishing boat to earn enough to replace his 
mother’s leaky roof. He arrived back home in 
a wooden box, jet black from having been kept 
in a fish freezer, missing an eye and a pancreas 
but covered with cuts and bruises from being 
beaten. He’d been tricked with false promises by 
a recruiting agency and subsequently endured 
20-hour workdays, sex for favors and brutal 
beatings. There’s an interview with Shelley Thio 
from Transient Workers Count Too, and the 
contents of the court records of Step Up Marine 
Enterprise, which recruited poor Emil. 


These stories just get liberals feeling bad 
about themselves because they can’t do 
anything about this while getting conservatives 
thinking these liberals are just a whiney, sad 
little bunch of bleeding hearts and this proves 
it. And it does. 

It wasn’t always thus. Way, way back when 
I was there, the editors and journalists who 
worked at the 7imes had to get to that building 
by walking along the sidewalk in Times Square 
past heroin addicts, prostitutes, murderers, 
con artists and muggers. That’s what filled their 
heads when they went to decide what should go 
on the front page. Write about THAT. It’s right 
in our backyard. 

Now they walk through Mickey and Goofy 
and the Lion King and Walt Disney. So in order 
to find things that would make people feel bad, 
they’ve got to find awful things going on far, 
far away. 

In many ways, | think what the Times is doing 
is contributing to the collapse of the Democratic 
Party. I’ve often wondered why anybody would 
vote for a Republican. You can hear them at the 
debates. They want big business, limited health 
care, low wages, non-union labor, a vigorous 
military itching for war, (Cont'd on next page)

guns for the people, immigrants thrown out and 
no government regulations. Also pollution and 
private schools. Right? Well, close to it. It’s dog 
eat dog in the Republican world and may the 
best dog win. 

Well, from their perspective, and from 
anybody’s perspective who’s on the fence, it 
looks like they take a strong position, but the 
Democrats just want better curbing in Nairobi 
and did you see all those people crying at her 
funeral? What the hell does anybody expect? 

I also think there’s something now seriously 
wrong with the sports section in the Times. 
In the old days, the Times would write about 
the game-winning touchdown that took place 
the day before. Everybody would re-live 
the experience. It was wonderful. But then 
there came a time, after I left, that the Times 


expanded their coverage to include big sections 
about food, the arts, travel, leisure, science 
and health. And to get all that done, they 
have to have earlier deadlines. So when I was 
there, we could hold off printing the paper to 
find out who won an extra-inning game at 1 
in the morning, but now everything has to be 
buttoned up by 10 p.m. 

Today, you can read the exciting sports news 
in all the other papers, but the Times, tired 
of being embarrassed by missing everything 
important in the paper the next morning, now 
has made the decision to put on the sports 
page feature stories about things associated 
with sports, but not the sports themselves. 
For example, last Monday, their lead story was 
about the University of Missouri football team 
demonstrating against the administration about 
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racial prejudice by refusing to play their games 
until the school president resigned. That was 
up at the top. So no sports there. Meanwhile, 
down at the bottom, they have a feature story 
about all the little motorized trucks that teams 
use to cart injured football players off the field. I 
have now been made to know that some of them 
are red, others are yellow, still others are green 
and the Pittsburgh Steelers use Toro Workmen, 
the New Orleans Saints use Cushman Carts and 
in Arlington, Texas, the Dallas Cowboys take 
their injured off the field in something called a 
Club Car.

Again, this is about NO sports. The 
only hint of sports in the story is when 
the athlete strapped to the gurney 
raises an arm and gives a brief thumbs up 
while being bumped along the grass in 
the Toro. This results in 
polite applause. 

Meanwhile, there’s this incredible football 
story that took place on Saturday about a 
play with two seconds left on the clock when 
the University of Miami, three points behind, 
took a kickoff from the Duke Blue Devils and, 
by using eight consecutive laterals during the 
kickoff return, took the ball 80 yards for a 
touchdown to win the game. Far and away 
the most extraordinary play ever to happen 
in a college football game. Wow! Fact is the 
digital media reported it right after the game 
ended. Those who hadn’t been there or hadn’t 
watched it on TV could watch a two-minute clip 
of this play on YouTube, and about 2 million did 
within the hour. You could also relive it in other 
newspapers. The New York Post went nuts. Even 
USA Today had three articles about it in their 
sports section. And of course the Daily News 
went nuts. 

But not the Times. The story about this 
on Sunday—this was not even a problem 
about deadlines, because the game was in the 
afternoon Saturday—was in the section called 
COLLEGE ROUNDUP. It ran 150 words. That was 
it. Next was the report about the Notre Dame- 
Perdue game, another 150 words, and then 
another short report about still another game. 
And Monday? Well, there was a story about 
the game, but again it was not about sports. 
The headline was ACC SUSPENDS MIAMI- 
DUKE OFFICIATING CREW FOR ALLOWING 
FINAL PLAY. Apparently somebody’s knee 
touched the ground that should have ended 
the play, and then there was an illegal block 
that wasn’t called. And then there was a 
Miami player who rushed enthusiastically out 
onto the field before his compatriot crossed 
the goal line and there should have been 
a penalty about that. Well. Those officials 
would be suffering a three game suspension, 
well deserved.

A New Business? 


If Qigong Can Improve Your Life and Be Administered Remotely, Well.

got a call the other day from Stephanie, 

my longtime friend who lives out in New 
Castle, Pennsylvania. She’s very involved in 
the healing arts and has for many years been a 
practitioner of something called Healing Touch, 
which involves laying her hands on a patient to 
invigorate and restore them. She has an office 
in her home, and when we’ve visited there 
on occasion | have gladly accepted her offer 
of such a session by lying fully clothed on a 
massage table she has there as she works over 
me. It’s a very relaxing experience. 

Yesterday, however, she had something else 
in mind. It came in an email. She’s now been 
studying another Chinese Art called Qigong, 
which involves the same sort of thing that 
Healing Touch does, but without actually doing 
any touching. 

“lm wondering if something like this can be 
helpful over distances,” she said. “If it can, I 


could do Qigong to people anywhere, anywhere 
in the world. Maybe it’s a new business for me. 
Would you volunteer to see if that’s possible?” 

I was in East Hampton. Of course, I would, I 
told her. 

We would set a time. I suggested 5:30. At 
that time, when I felt comfortable and ready, | 
should call her on her cellphone and we would 
agree to begin at exactly 5:33. She would do 
Qigong in New Castle. I would receive it in East 
Hampton. 

“Should I lie down on my back?” I asked. 
“Maybe | should sit up?” 

“Whatever feels most comfortable to you,” 
she said. “And when it’s done, if you could give 
me a report, that would be great.” 

“What exactly should I be experiencing?” | 
asked. “Tell me a little about Qigong.” 

“You'll see.” 

“Okay, | will know nothing about it going in, 
so maybe that is good. And I'll tell you why. I am 
very susceptible to suggestion. For example, 


I have been known to immediately, during 
the hay fever season, break out in hives and 
get a stuffy nose and itchy eyes as 
soon as | sit down at a dining room table 
that has a centerpiece of red roses.”

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Ronnie Spector Rocks On at Suffolk Theater

t’s impossible to not feel a strong love for 

Long Island when you hear Ronnie Spector, 
former lead singer for the hit all-female rock 
group The Ronettes, rave about the area and 
her connection to its epic ‘60s musical scene. 

“The Ronettes were first noticed and 
recognized on Long Island,” confirms Spector. 
“People forget, until the Beatles there were no 
stadium shows. Before that, in the 60s, you did 
all nightclubs. That’s what I loved doing. I was 
playing on Long Island.” 

Spector will return to her roots when she 
plays Riverhead’s Suffolk Theater this Saturday, 
in a show that blends her music with nostalgia. 
“| The show is] about the ’60s and The Ronettes. 
You're going to see pictures, hear me tell 
stories and see how much fun [the Ronettes] 
had, touring with the [Rolling] Stones, meeting 
the Beatles before they came to America. It’s a 
show about everything from the ’60s on. It’s just 
a fun show to do,” she says. 

So fun, in fact, that Spector says that her 
managers didn’t tell her she was coming back 
to the Island until last week. “They know | get 
too excited, [but] I can’t help it!” 

Spector recalls playing with The Ronettes 
all over Long Island, when their opening act 
was a little-known fellow New Yorker by the 
name of Billy Joel. The two remain friends, and 
Joel’s 1976 hit “Say Goodbye to Hollywood” 
is a tribute to Spector. “It’s just amazing how 
you can be someone’s opening act. Years later, 


they’re famous, and you still 
treat each other the exact 
same,” she says. 

It’s a small world, “especially 
in rock and roll,” confirms 
Spector. “I hadn’t seen Keith 
Richards in maybe 15, 20 years, 
but he lives 15 minutes from 
me. [The other week, he said] 
‘Hey Ronnie, come on over, 
let's do some records. I’ve 
got a recording studio in the 
basement,’ and it was like we 
saw each other last week. It’s 
so great to see your old friends 
that you haven’t seen in years. 
You pick up right where you 
left off.” 

The Ronettes, composed of 
Spector (née Bennett), her sister 
Estelle Bennett and her cousin Nedra Talley, 
rose to fame in the 1960s with hit songs like the 
Grammy Award-winning “Walking in the Rain,” 
“Do I Love You,” “Baby I Love You,” “The Best 
Part of Breaking Up,” “I Can Hear Music,” and 
the international No. 1 hit “Be My Baby.” The 
trio, who hailed from Spanish Harlem, became 
immensely popular when they were discovered 
by “Murray the K” (aka Murray Kaufman), who 
hosted rock and roll revues at the now-defunct 
Brooklyn Fox Theater. 

“The Brooklyn Fox in the ’60s was everything,” 
says Spector. “We were in the same building for 
10 days, six shows a day. You became very close 
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to all the people in. the shows. 

Everybody...had a hit record. 

Except for The Ronettes, at the 

time, but then we had our hit. 

It was amazing and everybody 

congratulated us and was so 

happy for us.” 

Riding off that success, the 
group toured the UK in January 
1964, where they met the 
Beatles and the Rolling Stones, 
who opened for The Ronettes 
on that tour. “[The Beatles] 

. wanted to see these three girls

® i side, because we had done TV 

shows,” says Spector. “They 

came to our record company 

party and the rest is history!” 
The Suffolk Theater show is a kickoff to Spector’s 
upcoming UK tour, which will conclude at 
Colston Hall in Bristol, the same stage where 
the Ronettes ended their UK tour in 1964. 

“It’s an amazing feeling to just be around 
{music] and still be in the recording studio 
and loving what I do,” says Spector about the 
longevity of her career. “And coming to Long 
Island [this Saturday], oh my God!” @&.

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stories about it. Why had this happened? Look 
at what hath been wrought! I’d go down with 
a camera to the angry ocean there, walking 
along the buckled concrete of Dune Road, 
past fallen telephone poles, exposed electric 
wires (all utilities had been cut), fire hydrants, 
water pipes and cesspools. One day a house 
would be at some crazy angle to the ocean, the 
waves bashing against it, the next day it would 
be gone. The debris in the ocean included 
refrigerators, toilets, light fixtures, television 
sets, rugs and bedding, lamps and all other 
manner of furniture and housewares. 

The most powerful memory I have of this time 
was driving down to where Dune Road was cut 
off by the gouging of the ocean and a police 
barrier had been set up, with armed officers 
manning it 24 hours a day. Nobody allowed out. 
Looters were going out there in the night by 
boat. Some even brazenly during the day. It was 
dangerous out there. 

And I recall this woman, about 35, with two 
children about ten and eight, getting out of her 
car and screaming at the police there to let her 
through so she could get some things out of her 
house, just for a little while, and then having to 
be restrained, in tears, as she was ushered back 
to her car to drive off. 

All this happened because of what we did. 
Great job, yes? The built jetties were catching 
the sand as it drifted down from east to west. At 
the last jetty, there was no more sand. 

Now, alarmingly, in addition to destroying 
all the homes, the ocean simply breached 
across the wreckage and linked up to the bay. 


Soon it was a permanent breach, wider than 
the Shinnecock Inlet. People named it. It was 
now Little Pike’s Inlet, in honor of a long-ago 
beloved East End Congressman named Otis 
Pike, who had nothing to do with this. 

It remained for the Army Corps of Engineers 
to save the day. In 1993, they brought in—by 
ship—enormous corrugated steel panels, 200 
feet long and 60 feet high. These are the kinds 
of panels that you can bolt together to create a 
dry dock. Make a giant box of steel, bring a ship 
in need of repair underneath in, pump out the 
water, get to work. 


All this happened because of what 
we did. Great job, yes? The built 
jetties were catching the sand as it 
drifted down from east to west. 


But this steel, bolted together, could also 
become a sea wall. The Army Corps created 


.a quarter-mile-long steel wall across Pike’s 


Inlet, drove the bottom 30 feet down into the 
sea floor, then poured sand over the top of it 
where it stuck up just above the waves. Little 
Pike’s Inlet was gone. There’s no Little Pike’s 
Inlet today. After that worked, the Army Corps 
built a road along the top of the sea wall, just 
where the old road had been. Along this road, 
builders drove in and rebuilt this entire lost 
community of crashed-down homes. They are 


there today. Hundreds of them, all new, all 
atop the sand atop the steel. Those concerned 
about “hard structures” today need only drive 
over there, get out of your car and stamp your 
feet. The steel is under this sandy beachfront 
home community now called the Village of 
Westhampton Dunes. 

The Army Corp of Engineers also “tapered” 
the last four existing jetties. Each one sticks 
out less than the one before. As a result, sand 
gets around the jetties and the beaches to 
the west get replenished. It works. And where 
the existing jetties are, today, there is now a 
beach as wide as a football field where the sand 
extends out to the jetty tips. Look at Google 
Earth. The jetties that got in before we stopped 
them work too. 

And I look at that today and say, yeah, we did 
that! Just our merry band of merry pranksters. 
And to think that for years, hundreds of 
underwater plots of formerly oceanfront land 
were still in private hands. A surveyor in diver’s 
gear could put some stakes in down there. Some 
of these plots of the sea floor were offered up 
for sale for $5,000 each. I laughed. It would be 
like buying the Brooklyn Bridge. Each is worth 
millions today. 

I don’t think it would be a good idea to 
play Russian Roulette with downtown Montauk. 
Learn from the past. Learn from the present. 
Finish this job. When it’s done, you won’t even 
know it is there, except now you'll have to climb 
over the dunes as we had to do in the 1960s. ° 

Then all of us, as friends again, can go out 
and celebrate. g&. 
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This Week’s Cower Artist: Ralph Carpentier

— Ralph Carpentier, known 
_ to many longtime East End 
residents and art lovers 
as “the dean of landscape 
painting,” has been at it to 
great acclaim for over 50 
years. He paints, he says, 
because he’s in love with 
the region, not because 
he’s interested “in finding 
some tricky, identifiable 


Carpentier style.” 

The irony is that admirers, including gallery 
owners and curators, talk of “Carpentier 
clouds,” as these figure in his quietly elegant 
compositions that celebrate the fields and 
farms and waterways of the East End. His works 
also testify to the strength of representation 
in an area known for abstract expressionism. 
Viewers may think they recognize the places 
that inspire him—he signals as much with 
titles, such as this week’s “Gerard Point to 
Barnes Hole”—but he says he’s more faithful 
to the spirit of a place and to the local people 
who farm and fish the area than to rendering a 
location exactly as it is. 

Carpentier worked as a commercial fisherman 
for a time, which likely informed his art. There’s 
been a slight shift in palette and mood in recent 
years, however: more mellow scenes, sunset 
yellows and oranges, looser brushwork. But 
always what is central is a perfect composition. 


A truck, a figure, a dog may be the last detail to 
be added, but his eye tells him what is needed. 
Neither calendrical nostalgic nor pointedly 
supporting advocacy groups, his work has 
nonetheless attracted environmental groups 
such as the Accabonac Protection Committee 
(APC) who see in his paintings enduring qualities 
of nature in harmony with man. His devotion to 
the East End should come as no surprise to 
those who know of his civic contributions over 
the years. He was at one time at the helm of 
the East Hampton Town Marine Museum and 
the East Hampton Historical Society, and he 
also served on the boards of the Amagansett 
Historical Association and the East Hampton 
Town Architectural Review Board, as well as 
being a Town Trustee. . 


You’ve had a remarkable career so far that 
has included teaching. What did you tell your 
students at the Art Barge, East Hampton High 
School and Southampton College? 

Learn to draw, draw, draw. I do drawings 
in the field before I paint. Two of my recent 
shows—‘“Images of Accabonac” for APC and 
a solo room at Ashawagh Hall—contained a 
few of my pencil drawings. It’s important that 
artists know classical techniques and study 
traditions. I’ve always had a lot of books on 
drawing—figures, portraits, subjects in nature, 
books considered the best in their field. 
I’ve spent a lot of time on art history and going 
to museums. It was at the Frick that I fell in 
love with [Jean-Baptiste-Camille] Corot. 


What painters have been important for you? 

I went to the School of Industrial Arts, where 
I learned how to draw. We were trained to 
be book illustrators. I wanted to go to the 
National Academy of Design for drawing but 
my father urged me to go college and become 
a teacher, so I went to NYU, which at that 
time was the cool art place in the city. Barnett 
Newman, Franz Kline, Willem de Kooning 
were there. So was William Baziotes, who was 
into Surrealism and Abstract Expressionism. 
Most of the students wanted to move in that 
direction, but classical, traditional work was 
always my passion. Corot was my early love 
and Fitz Hugh Lane, the 19th century American 
seascape painter and printmaker identified with 
Luminism, a “polished and meticulous realism” 
where light is paramount, became my idol after 
that—I named my boat after him! I also admire 
the 17th century Dutch landscape painters, the 
Hudson River School, Cubists. And, of course, I 
love Picasso, fine artists of any time working in 
any medium, pros who really know traditions 
and what they’re doing. 


How much do you work on a painting? 

A lot. I repaint until your eye moves across 
and into the scene. Sometimes a friend will drop 
by and notice that a painting I was working 
on for a while that had a few cows in it, well, 
the cows were gone. Other times, a landscape 
will intuitively acquire a dog or a truck or 
another barn. The horizon line is usually low. 
Composition is everything.

Carole, Paula, “The Magic Garden” at WHBPAC

hildren young and old will delight in a trip down 

Memory Lane this Sunday, when Carole and 
Paula, stars of the popular 1970s show The Magic 
Garden, come to the Westhampton Beach Performing 
Arts Center. 

“It’s not only a nostalgia trip for Magic Garden fans 
and their families, but really a family-oriented show 
that can be fully enjoyed by people who have no idea 
what The Magic Garden is or was,” says Carole Demas, 
one-half of the duo who appeared on the WPIX-11 
show during its 1972-1984 run. The children’s show 

‘featured the two friends teaching through stories 
and songs in a cheerful garden setting. 

In addition to music and performances from 
Sherlock the puppeteer, the interactive Westhampton 
Beach show will include clips from the original Magic 
Garden. “We consider ourselves pretty brave to 
get up there on stage with ourselves in 1972,” says 
Demas. “Or crazy!” Paula Janis chimes in. 

“Not only [will the audience] remember what they 
loved as children when they see The Magic Garden 
on the screen, but it also makes them very happy to 
[realize] that the friendship that they felt such a part 
of when they watched our show was not a ‘made up 
for television’ thing,” says Janis. “We have now been 
friends for 61 years.”

The duo met a in high school, and reconnected 
after college when they independently decided to 
enroll in graduate school for education at New York 
University. They didn’t realize that they were in the 
same program until the professor was doing roll call 
on the first day. “The two of us [were] jumping up 
and down screaming,” recalls Janis of the moment 
she heard her friend’s name. 

The two graduated, and soon found themselves 
teaching together in a double kindergarten in 
Brooklyn. Janis had landed the job, but her fellow 
teacher failed to show up on the first day. “I called 
Carole and she came rushing over,” says Janis. The 
two taught 50 students in the morning and 50 in the 
afternoon. The seeds for The Magic Garden were 
planted during those teaching years, as they turned 
to songs and stories to reach their kindergarteners, 
many of whom were in a classroom for the first time. 

During the summers, the duo turned their sights on 
the New York Shakespeare Festival in Central Park. “I 
had worked for two summers with the Champlain 
Shakespeare Festival, and | had been an minstrel 
and played small roles,” begins Demas. “I wondered 
why they didn’t have minstrels at [the New York 
festival], because the line waiting to get people into 
the theater was long. People waited forever. This is 
the perfect place for that to happen.” Demas and 
Janis wrote a letter to the head of the New York 


Shakespeare Festival offering up themselves and 
their two brothers as minstrels. They were called in 
for an audition, and before they had finished their 
four rehearsed songs, they had the gig. 

The Magic Garden was born almost 10 years 
later, but its roots lie in the experiences from their 
early-20s. Demas always had dreams of being on 
Broadway, where she ultimately landed. But in the 
early 1970s, she got a call from WPIX to audition for 
a children’s show. “There was a mandate...which 
forced all stations to run a certain number of hours 
of quality programming for children,” says Demas. 


WPIX wanted a host for a cartoon show, but Demas 
steered the network in the direction of a team show 
with Janis, and The Magic Garden was born. 

The show was a hit, and all are invited to meet the 
duo in person after the performance on Sunday. “It 
moves [fans] tremendously to see us, and it’s very 
moving for us too,” says Demas.

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Of Mice and Men Has a Big Heart

f Mice and Men, playing at Bay Street Theater 

and Sag Harbor Center for the Arts through 
November 28, is an intense and poignant stage 
adaptation of the classic by Sag Harbor’s John 
Steinbeck. Bay Street Theater has again delivered a 
top-notch production for their Literature Live series, 
in which students from schools all over Long Island 
attend weekday performances of the play for free. 
But don’t let the educational banner deceive you— 
this is as worthy an evening of theater as Bay Street’s 
main stage season offers. 

Adult audiences will likely be familiar with the 
story. Of Mice and Men is the tale of George and 
Lennie, two migrant field workers who have traveled 
together most of their lives. George looks after 
Lennie, a huge, physically imposing man who has 
the mind of a child, and the two dream of owning 
their own farm and living comfortably and happily.

Unfortunately, Lennie can’t control his strength and 
has a habit of killing small animals, which he likes to 
touch because they’re soft. After the two take a job 
at a ranch in California, George and Lennie, along 
with the older, physically disabled Candy, learn of 
a small property being sold for an inexpensive price 
and make plans to purchase it. But temptation sets 
the plans back, as George wastes money drinking 
and indulging in town. Lennie, meanwhile, catches 
the ire of Curley, a newlywed bully with an inferiority 
complex, leading to a physical assault on Lennie that 
results in Curley’s hand being broken. Later, Lennie 
meets Curley’s lonely wife, who allows him to stroke 
her hair, but when he won’t let go of her she panics, 
and he accidentally snaps her neck. With no other 
way out, George is forced to kill Lennie, lest he be 
arrested, institutionalized, lynched or worse. 

Steinbeck’s story is one that’s widely known, but 
that doesn’t stop the play from being exciting and 
suspenseful. The excellent cast, from J. Stephen 
Brantley’s compassionate and perceptive Slim to 
Chauncy Thomas’ (who audience may recognize as 
Tom Robinson from last year’s To Kill a Mockingbird) 
bitter black farmhand Crooks, give the well-known 
characters humanity and nuance. Joe Pallister is 
a strong and powerful presence as the conflicted 
George, while Preston Truman Boyd plays Lennie 
with an innocence that makes his fate all the more 
devastating. As Curley’s wife, Georgia Warner lights 
up the stage with every appearance, displaying 
the nuance and complexity necessary to make the 
character more than just the catalyst for the play’s 
tragic ending. Warner and Boyd play off each other 
very well in a key scene when Curley’s wife shows 
the troubled man some kindness right before her 
sad end. 

Director Joe Minutillo, who has directed Literature

Live productions including To Kill a Mockingbird and 
The Diary of Anne Frank, has created a theatrical 
but realistic world for the characters to populate. A 
simple and elegant set is complemented by highly 
effective and moody lighting by Lighting Designer 
Jose Santiago. The fight choreography by renowned 
stage combat director Rick Sordelet is incredibly 
strong and smooth; an early fight scene involving 
most of the cast feels completely in the moment, 
utilizing the entire stage. Adding extra authenticity 
to the show is the use of a real dog, Roscoe, playing 
Candy’s elderly dog. Roscoe (who is definitely not 
as old as his character) lives at the Southampton 
Animal Shelter and is available for adoption, so be 
sure to meet him in the lobby after the show. 

A tale of friendship, loss and compassion, Of 
Mice and Men has a lot to teach its audiences, 
student and adult alike. The idea of the American 
Dream, constantly changing and shifting over 
time, is one that is instantly relatable. Anyone 
looking for a night of thought-provoking and highly 
entertaining theater should head to Bay Street for 
this great show. i.

My husband is a “birder” and 
also an “insecter.” He goes 
out to “shoot birds” (with his 
camera) at least once a day, 
he monitors our bird feeders 
_ and he goes into the garden 
E several times’ throughout

to be “shot.” He is dedicated! 
He recently spotted a praying 
mantis in the buddleia. He checked on it several 
times, and at one point saw it eating a monarch 
butterfly. Monarchs are becoming endangered, and 
so he was not very happy with the mantis. 

My two gardening co-workers don’t like praying 
mantises (they are afraid of them, I think) and they 
want to kill them until I lay down the law. (They also 
want to kill garter snakes and here the laying down 
of the law is also required.) | think it’s because the 
mantises look so strange, are very large compared to 
other insects, and because mantis females eat their 
mates. But I have read that mantis females in the wild 
eat their mates only about 30% of the time. That’s not 
so bad, right? 

Mantises are formidable predators though. They 
have large compound eyes that see color and two 
simple ones in a triangle between them that see 
light and dark. Their heads can turn 180°. They hear 
the ultrasonic sounds of bats. They camouflage 
themselves to look like the plants in which they lay 
to ambush a bit of prey—prey that they snatch with 
their praying legs so fast it is hard to see. They have 
no venom but instead eat their dinner alive. 

We buy mantis egg cases at the garden centers and

assume that they eat only the bad insects, but they 
also eat beneficials. They will eat a native bee or a 
monarch butterfly as easily as a moth, grasshopper,

cricket, or fly. They sometimes eat other mantises. 

I love to see them in the garden, though, because 
their presence indicates many insects in the garden 
and therefore a rich and healthy ecosystem. This 
makes me feel like a responsible gardener. A balanced 
garden has good and bad insects. The goal is to keep 
the bad ones in check. 

In September and October, mantises lay eggs in a 
case called an ootheca. It is a small, light-brown sack- 
like structure on a twig and looks like no other insect 
egg case. Do not take it into your house to investigate 
because the warmth of the house will cause the eggs 
to hatch, and you'll wind up with a bunch of baby 
mantises in your house. 

My husband came home very excited from fishing 
one day. The inside of his pickup was covered with 
baby praying mantises, which are about a quarter- 
inch-long and have the same body as adults. My 
husband thought he had been blessed by nature and 
that she trusted him enough to have these babies 
congregate in his truck. I went out to see them and 
at that moment realized that I had forgotten an egg 
case that I bought at the garden center and left in 
his truck. He was disappointed. The babies were so 
wonderful we opened the doors and watched for a 
long time until they had moved on. That is probably 
the only time I will see baby mantises, because they 
are so small and they disappear into the plants where 
they are born. So I guess we were blessed by nature. 
I feel blessed by nature every time I see a mantis in 
a shrub. 

I also recently saw a small lizard scurrying under the 
plants in the garden. Talk about a healthy garden!
